a district of 1DO t-ciuaro miles is capable of 
producing wealth of 500,000,000 to 870,- 
000,000 a yeur in gold, as theso exports an- 
sort, it will be only a few years thnfc the 
political relation of silver will bo very dif- 
ferent from what It is in that state at the 
present time. — Holland In Philadelphia 
Press.

Tho country is rich in variud- 
minerals, land and water are in abun- 
dance, and the possibilities oi Arizona are 
beyond imagination.
